Contra- 
dictory reports ag to their future programme, however, are to hand. 
From one’ source it is gathered that Sun Chuan-fang will cross the 
river and attack Nanking at any moment, thus continuing the drive 
to the south, while another source has it that Marshal Chang Tso-lin 
has issued Instructions that the Northerners are not to advance be- 
yond Pukow. -It seems certain that minor clashes between the rival 
forces, who are but a few hundred yards apart,. have already taken. 
place, and an outbreik—or the news that the Nationalists have 
evacuated Nanking—may be expected at any moment.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. _ 
Why Foreiga Machines Cover 
Chinese Territory. 

” Shanghai,’ Yesterday, 

The British Headquarters, at 7 
o'clock this evening issued a 
statement regarding - aeroplane 
flights over Chinese territory, in 
the course of which it is pointéd 
out:— 7 ; 

“There is at present no recog- 
nised Government in China, only 
a number of self-appointed Gov- 


{ternments who from time to time 


assume contro! of varying parts 
of China and who are in a state of 
constant warfare with each other. 
During the course of their war- 
like operations, the lives and pro- 
perty of foreign residents in the 
affected areas ‘are frequently in 
serious danger and the Chinese 
Authorities have proved them- 
selves, despite repeated promises 
and assurances, incapable of 
affording adequate protection.” 


The statement continues , that 
these. circumstances have com- 
pelled not only the British but the 
French,’ American and other Gov- 
ernments to increase their: fleets 
in‘Chinese waters-and to land 
armed forces in Shanghai and 
other parts of China -for the pro- 
tection of the lives and-property 


Flights Necessary. 
“Aeroplanes are just as much 


an integral part of modern forces, 


both naval and land, as are trucks, 
armoured cars and artillery, and 
the first duty of-an armed force is 
to keep itself trained to carry out 
its duties should occasion’ arise. 
Secondly, in ‘order to be able to 
protect others it must first of all 
ensure its own security. Aero- 
planes, therefore, must ‘be flown 
and exercised just as much as 
other portions of Naval and Mili- 
tary Forces, and at certain times 
when the situation is liable to 
change, and-armies, by taking 
part in civil wars, approach 
Shanghai, reconnaisance must be 
carried out to enable respective 
naval and military to keep in 
touch with the situation. 

The reasons, therefore, which 
justify flights over Chinese terri- 
tory and which have been under-

planes belonging to British and 
other foreign Powers, are the
